Rebels Powerful, 
Beware: Ishihara 


A leading Japanese industrial- 
ist yesterday advised foreign 
policy experts of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party that 
Japan should be “careful” in 
paving reparations to Indonesia 
in View of the “uncertain” civil 
war situation there. 

The statement was made by 
Koichiro Ishihara, president of

“At no time was I interview- 
ed by the North Korean press 
nor did I make any statement 
which eould be released by them 
us Was annoufticed on the radio,” 
Pfeiffer said Tuesday in his first 
public statement since being re- 
Jeased, 


During a broadcast monitored 
in Tokyo Monday, Radio Pyong- 
yang said Pfeiffer held a press 
conference just before being re- 
leat 

The Communist North Korean 
radio broadcast claimed Pfeiffer 
“said that he was in excellent 
health thanks to the humanitar- 
lan treatment and warm care ac- 
corded by our side valuing peace 
and upholding humanitarian 
principles during hia stay in the 
northern part of the Republic.” 


In his statement, released by 
the U.S. Army Information Serv- 
ite, Pfelffer aaid he had been on 
a routine training mission from 
Oemn Air Base when he was 
downed by Red gunfire and 
parachuted in North Korean ter- 
ritory. 

The UNC admitted during a 
meeting of the military armis- 
tice commission March 10 that 
Pfeiffer and four other U.S. air- 
craft had violated North Kore- 
an air space that day due to “na- 
Vigational error.” 

Pfeiffer sald he was taken to 
a forward outpost where he 
was held for about three hours, 
then moved to a forward hos- 
pital where the Reds interrogat 
ed him for seven dave.

From Sinking 


MATSUYAMA (Kyodo)—The 
7563-ton Norwegian freighter 
Kingsville narrowly escaped 
sinking after peing stranded in 
the Inland Sea off Ehime Prefec- 
ture Monday night. 


The vyeasel, owned by A, F. 
Kiaveness & Co. of Oslo, was 
sailing from the Ehime port of 
Sakaide for Bangkok without 
cargo when it ran into rocks off 
Okora during a_ rainstorm. 
Okora is located southwest of 
Imabari, a city in Ehime Prefec- 
ture, 

The ship pulled jtself clear of 
the rocks, but was grounded 
again purposely because its hat- 
ches were becoming flooded. All 
its Gilemember crew, except 
Capt. H. G. Orsen and four 
others, left the ship and went 
ashore at Imabari. 

At about midnight Monday, 
the force of currents sent the 
Ship adrift and those left aboard 
succeeded in casting anchor to 
steady the listing ship. 

Early yesterday morning a 
tug supplied by the Hitachi 
Shipbuliding and Engineering 
Co. saved the ship from sinking 
by helping it to run aground 
again for the third time.

American Soldier Saves Life 
Of Local Farmer’s Wife, Baby 


ZAMA—A Japanese farmer's 
wife and first-born son are alive 
and healthy today because an 


American soldier from the 
Midwestern town of Clifton, 
Kan., thought fast, com- 


mandtered a jeep, and barreled 
it over 30 miles of mountainous 
roads on the island of Shikoku. 

The arduous drive was made 
to get a doctor in the town of 
Imabari—and bring him back 
to the mountains of Ehime Pre 
fecture—as fast as the jeep 
could safely travel, because Mrs. 
Yukie Masaoka was dying in 
childbirth. 

The doctor made it in time, 
and all turned out well, but he 
said that had he arrived 30 
minutes later, the mother and 
child probably would not have 
lived. 

The jeep driver was Pfc. Ivan 
Coash, stationed at the US. 
Army Ryuoka Signal Relay Sta 
tion, high in the mountains of 
northwestern Shikoku. There 
were only a few men with 
Coash at the lonely relay site. 
Their job is maintaining elec- 
tronic equipment to transmit 
Army signal messages. They 
have only one jeep, and that 
is the one Coach uses to bring 
food and other supplies to the 
mountain top.

Virtually Unknown

The possibilities of opening 
up Taiwan for the tourist trade 
are alrnost limmitiess, 

So little hae been done in the 
way of introducing the acenic 
beauties ahd other pleasing at- 
tractions of the island to the 
outside worid that it ls virtually 
“virgin land” for any enterpris 
ing traved agent. 

Just to give an idea of what 
Taiwan hase to offer, it can be 
pointed owt that Ka Western 
name—the one given it by the 
Portuguese -- is “Formosa,” 
meaning “the beautiful.” 


it is only a Hittle over six 
hours by air from Tokyo to 
Taipei, capital of Taiwan. It is 
serviced at present by Civil Air 
‘Transport, Hong Kong Alrways, 
Northwest Alriines end Thal 
Alrways. n 


Many Attractions 


Taipei and its environs offer 
any number of touriat attrac- 
tions, For instance, two famous 
hot springs, Yangmingshan and 
Peitou, are just 20 minutes away 
from the capital by automobile. 


If one would liken Yangming- 
shan (Grasse Mountain) to 
Japan's Hakone, then Peltou, 
more for the plebian tastes, 
could be compared to Atami. 
Both, located north of Taipei, 
boast excelient sulphur and cal- 
clum hot aprings. The baths are 
generally Japanese style, 

Also near Taipei is Chihnan- 
kung, a Taoist temple bullt in 
1892, A toll motor road has just 
been completed and visitors can 
visit by auto or Dus, the shrine 
tledicated to Lu Tung-bing, who 
reputedly gained immortality. 
About a half hour's drive 
south from Taipei, Chinnaun- 
kung is well-worth the trip. 


Roating on Lake 


On the way, you can stop at 
Bitan (Green Lake) with its 
large suspension bridge. Boats 
can be hired to enjoy the cool 
breeze from the lake. 


The Keelung and Tameui 
rivers give Taipet a picturesque 
background. And the city itself 
has a number of parks, temples 
and other attractions for the 
tourists, 


Besides the Grand Hotel, built 
om the former site of the Tai- 
wan Shrine, accommodations 
@re available In Taipei at the 
Friends of China Club fcom- 
moniy called FOOC), the Park 
Hotel and Washington Hotel. 

An International Tourist Hotel 
fs aleo now under construction 
in the capital as another ind- 
cation that Free China is be 
coming increasingly interested 
in the tourist trade. 


Other leading hotels include 
the new Central Hote] now be 
ing built in Taichung and the 
beautiful Grand Hotel in Kaoh- 
stung along the farmed Ai River, 
which was opened jiate last 
year, 

Sight-seeing spots in Taiwan 
are generally easily accessible 
hy all of the modern means of 
transportation, 

The Fooshing Airlines gives

The completion of this high- 
way should provide a boom for 
the tourist trade, for not only 
will it open up the breath-taking 
Taroko Gorge but it will alse 
rake more accessible the an- 
clent culture of the Hualien 
Arnal tribe, 


The songs and dances of the 
aborigines of Taiwan have been 
handed down from one genera- 
tion to another and retain their 
ancient quaintnesas despite the 
many political changes that 
have shaken the island over the 
years. 

A visit to one of the native 
tribes will certainly be worth- 
while for any tourist. 


Boom to Tourism 


In southern Taiwan there is 
Kaosiung with its beautiful Al 
River (River of Love). Its 
banks form a favorite meeting 
place for young people. Those 
with a morbid inclination may 
‘well on the fact that the Ali 
River has also become a suicide 
spot for unhappy lovers—who 
hope to be united in immortall- 
ty in the river of love. 

Tainan City is famed for its 
temples and shrines while Tal- 
ehung boasts the Palace Mu- 
seum, treasure house of ancient 
Chinese culture. 


While it Is off the beaten path 
for most tourists, Kinmen Is 
land, off the coast of mainiand 
China, offers several sights of 
breath-taking beauty. 


In a valley in the center of 
the island is the war memorial 
for those who died in the strug: 
gie against communism. A 
climb to the highest peak on the 
island will give one a panoramic 
view of the island group around 
Kinmen and the China mainiand 
ligelf. 

Charter Flights 

Back on Taiwan, the moet 
farnous of the scenic sights of 
the island ls perhaps Sun Moon 
Lake with its mirrorlike sur- 
face refiectInme the verdant 
mountains encircling it. Its 
name comes from the fact it is 
shaped like the sun in its north- 
ern part and like the moon in 
ite southern section.

Cherry Blossoms 

Spring in Japan reaches its 
height with the cherry blossoms, 
the symbol of the season In this 
country. The life of the cherry 
blossoms is a short one. Their 
petals easily scatter at the 
slightest gust of wind and their 
color fades at a mere sprinkle 
of rain. But the short life in 
turn gives a deeper impression 
of their beauty to the Japanese. 


There are numerous places ai) 
over the country which are not 
ed for their beautiful cherry 
blossoms, but no other spot can 
possibly surpass fhe grandeur 
ahd spectacie of Mt. Yoshino, 
the mecca of “sakura” which 
lies in the heart of the Yoshi- 
no-Kumano National Park fn the 
southwestern part of central 
Honshu, close to Kyoto and 
Nara, the cradies of ancient 


Japanese culture, Here, it is said 


that “1000 cherry trees will 
come into sight at one glance” 
as you stand at the foot of the 
mountain and look up to the 
summit. The whole mountain 
ls covered with cherry trees, as 
far as the eyes can reach, 
The name Mt. Yoshino is de- 
ceptive, because it is not a 
single peak but a range of 
mountains extending over a 
distance of six miles, and 
dotted with ancient temples 
which have stood there since 
the davs when the mountain 
Was a sanctuary of Japanese 
Buddhiam. The cherry trees 
here are said to have been 
planted in dedication to the 
local guarding god, Zao-Gongen. 
A ceremony to offer cherry 
blossoms to the gwod is still ob- 
served to this dav and will be 


held on April 12 and 19 this 
year. 

Yoshino is also the place 
where emperors of the past 


ages established their palace. 
There are many historical relics 
of the socalled Yoshino era. 
For this reason Yoshino often 
appears in Kabuki plays and 
Noh dramas. Such a significant 
historical background makes 
cherry blossom viewing here all 
the more enjoyable. 

To get to Yoshino, get off at 
Yoshinoguchi Station, about an 
hour and 40 minutes’ train ride 
from Minato Machi in Osaka. 

In sharp contrast with the 
cherry trees in Yoshino which 
flourish in mountain soll and 
climate, are those which thrive 
on the banks of the River Kaji 
that flows through northern 
Honshu and opens into the 
Japan Sea a few miles north of 
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Cherry trees stretch for th 
River Kaji, 
in a cruise down the river.

The best way to enjoy the blossom taden trees 


Niigata City. The exquisite 
sight of cherry trees on both 
banks of the river, fully laden 
with dainty blossoms reflected 
in the water, can be enjoyed as 
you cruise downstream. The 
rows of cherry trees flank the 
river over a distance of three 
miles, providing an excellent 
site for a flower-viewing picnic 
on the water. 

The best time for the blos- 
somes in usual years is from 
mid-April to the end -of the 
month, but may be a little ear- 
lier this year. Those planning 
to go are advised to check with 
the nearest Japan Travel Bu- 
reau office at the beginning of 


April. A 30-minute bus ride 
from Shibata Station on the 


Vetsu Line will bring you to 
the banks of the Kaiji. 

In Aomori Prefecture, the 
northernmost prefecture of Hon- 


ehu, is the city of Hirosaki, 
on the main Ou line, known 
for its cherry blossoms and 
its old feudal castie. The 


eastie and its compounds are 
now preserved as a park open 
to the public. The imposing 
figure of the castle with its pure 
white walls and black roof and 
surrounded with a moat rises 
high above the city, remind- 
ing visitors of the days when 
the samurai warriors of old 
were in their heyday. Hirosaki 
Castie, however, is not a dead 
remnant of the past but con- 
tinues to thrive as a recreation 
center for the local citizens. 
Around the middle of April, 
the farmers in the neighbor- 
hood take a holiday to hold a 
blossom viewing party in the 
park. Some of them come in 
family groups on carts, others 
hire buses, while the younger 
ones cycle to the picnic ground. 
They do not forget to bring 
aliong their lunch boxes—and 
their sake, a must at cherry- 


viewing parties for the work- 
ing population of Tohoku, the 
northeastern district of Japan 
Another necessity in their par- 
ty is the “samisen,” a three 
stringed instrument, which pro 
vides music to create a jovial 
atmosphere. These parties are 
known in the localty by the 
elegant name of “Kan-o-e” or “sa 
meeting to appreciate the cher: 
ry blossoms,”

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Hankyu Stresses Pitching 


In Pacific Pennant Chase 


(This is the seventh of a series 
on the 12 Japanese pro ball clubs 
readying for the 1958 season open- 
ing April 5.) 


The Hankyu Braves’ pennant 
chances are not regarded as 
very bright this year—just as 
in the last season, when they fin- 
ished in fourth position in the 
Pacific League. 


With a pair of strong-armed 
hurlers and fast fielders, how- 
ever, the club is certain to 
make things hot for the defend 
ing champion Nishitetsu Lions. 


Hankvu last season was the 
only club In the loop with two 
20-game winners—lefty Takao 
Kajimoto (24-16) and up-and 
coming righthander Tetsuya 
Yoneda (21-16). The Braves 
pitchers turned in an ERA of 
2.41, a club mark second only 
to the champion Lions’, 


The Braves led in stolen 
bases with just about 
twice the total for the Lions. 
who had only 99 stolen bases. 

In batting, however, the 
Braves fell down. They rank- 
ed fourth in the league with 
.231 with the top Hankyu hit- 
ter, Kenichiro Okamoto, 14th in 
the loop. 


Though ineffective batting 
was the reason the Braves 
finished in fourth spot last sea- 
son, Manager Sadayoshi Fuji- 
moto is sticking to a policy of 
laying stress on pitchers rather 
than batters. 


Fujimoto, who piloted the 
Yomiuri Giants to pennants five 
times in the past, between 1936 
and 1942, regards this strategy 
as a short-range policy. 

He maintains that it is not 
possible in the foreseeable 
future to get together enough 
powerful hitters to match the 
Lions’ hitting power. 


more reliable hurler like Kaji- 
moto and Yoneda, 


In line with the basic policy 
stressing pitching, the Braves 
have recruited five hurlers, one 
from college ranks and four 
from high school nines. Two of 
thém—Shigeo Ishii and left 
hander Masahiko Makita, both 
18, are promising, and may do 
well in the future. 


Pilot Fujimoto, however, 
hopes that a trio seeing action 
last year will come through this 
season with more wins. They 
are righthanders Hiroshi Tane- 
da (8-7) and Eiji Shibata (4-4) 
and lefty Hachiro Abe (6-8). 


Their pitching in exhibitions 
so far this year has left much 
to be desired, though stars Kaji- 
moto and Yoneda appear capable 
of another 20-game season. Ka- 
Jimoto set a Japan pro mark 
with nine straight strikeouts 
last year and looks sharp again 
this season. Yoneda, who just 
turned 20 a few weeks ago, is 
a@ fast ball specialist. 

Despite Fujimoto’s policy, 
what appears to be the most 
valuable Braves addition for the 
coming season is not a pitcher 
but able shortstop Kingo Moto- 
yashiki, who captained Rikkyo 
University’s ball team. In exhi- 
bition tilts, he has been fielding 
well and has worked smoothly 
with Cuban second baseman 
Roberto Barbon. 

Though not a power hitter 
like his ex-teammate Shigeo 
Nagashima, now in Yomiuri 
Giants uniform, Motoyashiki 
may be in the running for out- 
standing rookie honors if he 
maintains his present form. 

Barbon appears to be a vast- 
ly imyproved batter for the 
coming season, his fourth 
with the Braves. In the 
past, he struck out near 
ly as often as he hit. In the 
exhibition circuit this year, 
however, he has been showing

In a news conference at the 
Olympic offices, Hale said the 
organizing program for the 
Games was well ahead of sched- 
ule, 

Hale said no final decision 
had been made on the bobsied 
event. The Bobsied Federation 
has threatened to urge a boy- 
ecott of the Games unless a bob- 
sled course is built. 

“If the sledders want a course 
and if the IOC says okay, we'll 
build the run,” Hale said. “Ori- 
ginally it was felt that $700,000 
might be needed because it 
would be necessary to refrige- 
rate the course. Now we find 


we can do the job much cheap-

Storm Over Red China 


Rectification Carried Out With Intellectuals Purged or Silenced 


The second phase of the recti- 
fication or “chen feng” cam- 
paign in Communist China is 
now coming to ite end one year 
after Mao Tsetung published 
hie new theory on contradic. 
tion on Feb. 27, 1957. 

The period of the drive was 
very long and widespread con- 
troversy arose on the matter. 
However, newspapers carried 
few incidents, presumably be- 
cause they were overshadow 
ed by the ouster of Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov and Gen. 
G. Zhukov by the Kremiin. 

The People’s Congress, now 
meeting in Peiping, purged 3S 
of its representatives and two 
ministers—Lao Lungchi and 
Chang Poching. They . were 
mostly leaders of the Democra- 
th League and highly edu- 
cated members of third parties, 
especially scholars, journalists 
and managers. 

They were branded as right- 
ist elements, although they had 
heen called leftists during the 
relen of the Kuomintang. 

. Resicles these, the former gov- 
ernor Gen. Lame Yun and 
authoress Ting Ling who had 
a long party career and was 
onee granted the Stalin Prize, 
also fell victims to the drive. 
No one knows where they are 
at present. It is believed that 
these purgees were placed be- 
hind “closed doors,” if not in 
a labor camp. Thus, forces 
other than the Communists 
will gradually lose their voice, 
the “United Front” collapse 
and. men of tearning grow re- 
luetant in extending their co 
operation. 
Various Movements 

The rectification movement 
had a Number of preludes, such 
as a land reform, the “san-fan” 
and “wu-fan” anti-scandal cam- 
paigns and three economic re- 
organization drives. From these 
movements, China proceeded to 
revolution, economic construc 
tion and the five-year programm. 
The conflict hetween these 
drives and the old social struc- 
ture which failed to adapt it- 
self to them was elaborated in 
Mao's new “contradiction” 
speech. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet de 
Stalinization movement caused 
Peiping to ease its oppression 
ami clean-up drives and the 
Communist Party membership 
increased sharply. The party 
membership which totaled only 
40,000 in 1997 rose to 800,000 in 
19427, to two million in 1945, to 
three million in 1949 and further

to 12 million in 


1957, 
The ateady growth of the 
party resulted in the overlap- 


ping of administrative systems 
between it and the Govefnment. 
The superiority complex of 
party members and their arbi- 
trary behavior led to various 
evils, These inevitably called 
for a shakeup. Subjectivism in 
the field of ideology, bureau- 
eracy in the field of activities 
and factionalism in the fleld of 
organization drives had to be 
removed and corrected. 
No Frwit 

Meanwhile, the cooperation of 
informed men became neces- 
sary to push the economic cor 
struction. This called for the 
movement of “Let a hundred 
flowers bloom and jet a hun, 
dred schools of thought con- 
tend.” 

These drives, however, failed 
to bear fruit in 1956 because 
a stiff clean-up campaign con- 
tucted previously had depriv- 
ed men of Intelligence of their 
interest in making free critic 
isin. Moreover, the Hungarian 
incident occurred about this 
time, giving a big jolt to the 
Communist Party. 

The New York Times describ 
the conditions in China at 
that time as follows: “Late 
1856 and early 1957 had been 
a bad period of ‘inflationary 
overexpansion, unbalanced plan- 
ning, natural calamities and 
acute hardship for a large part 
of the population. The Hun- 
garian uprising had aroused 
widespread sympathy for the 
revolutionisis and come as a

warning that pressures neected 
to be released and chanmes 
made.” 

Thus, the first wave of a 


rectification movement | got 
under way. It began with Mao's 
speech and party directives. 
The People’s Daily editorially 
called for the enforcement of 
the rectification drive “in 
breeze and mist.” This meant 
that the people could speak up 
on what they knew without 
being punished for it. The 
paper also called on arties 
other than the Communists to 
criticize the latter positivety. 
Seeond Phase 

Then came the second phase 
of the reetification drive—the 
period of free speech and free 
press. Igniting the fuse of the 
freettom of speech and press 
were the Kuang Ming Daily, 
organ of the Democratic 
League, and the Wen Hul.

Rather, he might want as his 
No. 2 man one whose chief 
qualification was trustwortnlb- 
ness—one who avreed with him 
but who might be far less quall- 
fied than an individual who, 
while trustworthy did not see 
eye-to-eye with him on every- 
thing. 

It's easy to see why: a Vice 
President who disagreed with a 
President's . programs might 
start to change them if, because 
of a Presidential disability, he 
became Acting President. 

In short, the emphasis might 
be more on agreeable mediocri- 
ty than on ability in choosing a 


Viee Presidential candidate. 


it was allowed to discuss and 
criticize the case of a camera- 
man being insulted by a high- 
ly-placed Government official for 
his attempt to photograph Kk. 
Ek. Vorosiilovy of the Soviet 
Union. 

Active criticism of the Com- 
munist Party came to be raised 
and reported by the People's 
Daily. Contributions of the 
same nature also poured in to 
the paper. These criticisms not 
only pointed out the defective 
points of the party but also 
shook the basis of its dictator- 
ship. They recommended the 
following revisions: 

(1) Establish a planning 
board im the fleld of political 
administration to provide a 
forum for the - exchange of 
Views not only within the 
party but also with outsiders, 

(2) The source of the three 
evils is the autocracy of the 
Chinese Communist Party. The 
party regards the state as their 
private possession. Nothing can 
be done without the approval 
of the party. Nonmparty men 
are given “only jobs, but not 
rights.” 


State and Party 


(3) Separate the administra- 
tive functions of the state or- 
gans from the organizations of 


the party. Schools and enter- 
prises should be left free of 
the supervision of the party. 
Party supervisors stationed at 
these institutions should be 
withdrawn, 

(4) There is no civil secur- 


ity to those who stand upright 
to say something against the 
party because both a Criminal 
Code and a Civil Code are lack- 
ing in Communist China. The 
instructions and orders of the 
party are not law. 

(5) No more exploitation of 
the bourgeois class after they 
have transferred their enter- 
prises to the state, The ideolo- 
gical reform by means of anti- 
revolution is suffering from dog- 
matism. Permit the dividend 
payment of private capital for 
the next 20 years. 

(6) It is not reasonable that 
Communist China pay all the 
war cost for interference in the 
Korean conflict. Soviet econo- 
mic aid to Red China is more 
unfriendiy in character than 
the U.S. counterparts. 

There were also criticisms of 
the amateurish leadership of the 
party in the field of science and 
of the obsolete dogmas of the 
Marx-Engel’s doctrines. 

Many Dissatistied 


Some demanded retrial of 
certain cases of liquidation on 
the ground that it went too far. 

Criticisms were concentrated 
on the “Lam-the-state” attitude 
of the party. Some even said 
that China will never perish 
even if the Communist Party 
perishes. 

It was discovered, after all, 
that there existed fundamental 
dissatisfactions in Communist 
¢hina. 

The Chang-Lo Confederation 
was formed within the Demo 
cratic League. ff stirred anti- 
Communist sentiment by using 


its organs and sending corre 
spondents. 
Intensified student political 


movements were seen in many 
universities, especially in Pei- 
ping University. Students were 
engaged in free debates, dis- 
tributed pamphiets, and march- 
ed streets in demonstration. 
Students’ anti-covernment 
movement culminated at the so- 
called “Little Hungary Incident” 
which took place at the Han 
Yan High School. The students 
were suppressed by police sent 
by the county government. The 
incident was regarded as 
shadows cast by the wprisings 
in Poland and Hungary. 
Third Attack 


In face of the developing 
erisis, the third counterattack 
was started. Many counter- 
criticisms were published in 
democratic papers and the Peo- 
ple’s Daily. The text of Mao’s 
speech was also published, Six 
more harsh standards of test 
were added in his speech. Those 
who criticized the party were 
compelled to bow their heats 
to the people and confess their 
sins. The 42,000-word Govern- 
ment report drawn by Chou En- 
lai put an end to the struggle 
and the recent expulsion was 
regarded as its finale. 

Thus, the “Breeze and Mist” 
-~turned—‘Storm and Tornado” 
ended. 

Was that a deliberate trap 
that the Communist Party set 


to root out dissident elements 
in the country? 
Were the flowers which 


bloomed for freedom during the 
stormy period really poisonous 
ones? 

intellectuals, now in complete 
silence, seern to be living in a 
state of enforced conformity and 
regimentation. 

But, it remains to be seen 
what reaction will come from 
the farming population.

A quick reading of the table 
of contents is the best practical 
approach to a review of a pub- 
lication of this kind, the third 
book put out on the economy 
and industry of Japan by The 
Nihon Keizai Shimbun, which 
calls itself “The Economic Jour- 
nal of Japan” with a history 
dating back to 1576. 

After a brief opening fore- 
word by the journai's president, 
Naoji Yorozu, there follows a 
summary of the Japanese econo- 
my and industry, divided into 
the year 1957 and then the 
year 1956. 

The 1957 summary is a scant 
five pages in the pitblication 
which is of magazine size, and 
that of 1956 is up to page 119. 

Then comes a piece entitled 
“The Art of the Momoyama 
Era.” the only article in the 
book not having to do with 
economy and industry. Just 
why the piece was inserted, in- 
terspersed as it is, is puzzimg, 
but it is after all a welcome in- 
terfude. it is quite lengthy, 
too, running up to page 145. 

Next In the table of contents 
is “Prefectural Peculiarities,” 
which later in the book appears 
uncer the title “Main Speciali- 
tles by Prefectures.” This sec- 
tion by far consumes over half 
of the 355-page publication, ex- 
tending up to the end of the 
book. . 

The products of each of the 
46 prefectures are recounted, 
starting with Hokkaido in 
northernmost Japan and con- 
cluding with Kagoshima in 
southernmost Japan. Besides 
products, there are additional 
information, as the subheads in 
the same section indicate on 
export, sights, spas and festivi- 
ties. 

Lastly there is 
advertisers. 


Editorial matter is kept down 
to the minimum. Subjects treat- 
ed are inadequate in quantity 
but this is more than made up 
by the abundance of pictures 
amd advertisements. The worth 
of such a publication as this is 
in essence to be found in the 
advertisers—what they make 


an index of 


and sell. 
All in all, the pictures, the 
ads and the articles tell the 


story of what makes Japan the 
industrial giant of Asia, and of 
her recovery from the war's de- 
struction.

Hail and Farewell 


WASHINGTON—At the end 
of this month, the above joint 
byline, the symbol of a long and 
happy brotherly partnership. 
will cease to appear in its ar- 
customed place. For various 
highly practical reasons, it has 
become desirable to divide the 
functions of newspaper report- 
ing and magazine writing which 
our partnership has always 
combined, 


A parting in which personal 
feelings pull one way and prac- 
ticality pushes the other way 
is always a sentimental busi- 
ness. So Maybe it is sheer 
sentimentality on our parts, to 
want to mark the announce- 
ment of this on coming parting 
with a sort of retrospect of our 
12 years and more of work to- 
gether. 


We formed our partnership 
when we had barely put our 
wartime uniforms in mothballs, 
in the first peacetime months 
of the first Truman Adminis- 
tration. If you want a measure 
of how incredibly long ago that 
was, there is the odd fact that 
we ran into our first trouble as 
columnists because of insuffici- 
ent faith In the high and noble 
purposes of the Soviet Union. 


The first Azerhaijanian crisis 
was just on the horizon: and 
in analyzing Stalin's grab for 
Persia, we followed the line of 
the exceptionally brilliant So- 
viet experts that the Govern- 
ment had in those days. (One 
of them is in exile now; an- 
other has been driven from the 
public service; and we now 
seem to rely on the Secretary 
of State’s direct wire to the Al- 
mighty for the functions the 
experts used to perform. But 
that is another subject.) Hgv- 
ing followed the line of our ex- 
pert friends, we were denounc- 
ed as hard-nosed, maliciously 
anti-Soviet pessimists by an im- 
peceably Republican publisher 
of great importance to us, who 
later indulged in more than a 


little appeasement of Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy. 
. . . 


Being a newspaper colum- 
nist is a little bit like being a 
Greek chorus. You report, you 
analyze, you comment and you 
describe the part of the drama 
that do not take place on the 
open stage. Since irony is a 
principal ingredient of the poll- 
tical drama, any one who spends 
much time in the chorus is 
bound to remember a 
many ironical episodes, like the 
episode of the indignant pub- 
jisher. 


The business itself has its 
own ironies. You find you bore 
people until their teeth hurt 
when you are most right, as we 
did with our angry reports on 
the Truman-Johnson disarma- 
ment program before the Ko- 
rean War, and with our similar 
reports on the Eisenhower dis- 
armament program that has 
been only a little modified by 
the Sputnik. You also find that 
the things you have to drive 
vourself to do very often end 
by being no more than. wryly 
funny, as when one of us rather 
queasily decided to go in with 
the first wave at the Inchon 
landing, and was vaguely, 
peacefully deposited on quite 
the wrong beach. You find, too, 
that you cre sometimes most 
popular when what you are 
writing is most wrong or most 
empty of real content. 

The tronies of the business 
underline the cardinal rule that 
a newspaper man’s feet are a 


lot more important than his 
head. But there is another 
rule, as well. A newspaper 


man must never forget, that the 
drama in which he is one of 
the chorus is a real drama—no 
mere sock-and-buskin frand but 
a reallife drama of national 


and human destiny. And in 
this respect, how splendidly 
exciting, how full of move 


ment and suspense, how often 
tensely stirring these last 12 
years have been! 
° s tad 

“The American lead” was a 
fact beyond imaginable ques- 
tioning when we two went to 
work together. The question 
was, rather, whether this great 


technical and economic lead 
would be transformed into 
American leadership in free- 


dorm’s bitter struggle to survive 
in a divided world. Every Amer- 
ican «political tradition was 
against the transformation. 
The wisest and most experil- 


enced Americans regarded the 
transformation as utterly im- 
possible—for instance, one of 
us ¢an vividly remember that 
very experienced man, James 
F. Byrnes, inveighing against 
the first proposers of the Mar- 
shall Plan as feather-witted 
visionaries who did not “know 
Congress.” 

Yet this great transformation 
of American lead into American 
leadership none the less took 
place; and there followed vears 
that were troubled, certainly. 
but heroic, too. Maybe it was 
the unaccustomed ocffort of 
peacetime heroism that caused 
the subséquent welling up of 
poisonous mutual suspicion and 
quick hatred among Americans. 

At any rate, the poison has 
been neutralized now. But the 
“American lead” has been lost 
too, and the future seems more 
doubtful today than one could 
have thought remotely possible 
12 years ago. Maybe, indeed, 
our particular section of the 
chorus is separating just as the 
drama reaches its climax, which 
is another reason why we regret 
the separation. 

But the separation: has heen 
decided, and this retrospect has 
gone on long enough.

Romanization of Japanese 

To the Editor: 

Now everybody is speaking 
about language simplification in 
the Far East. 

To me it seems the problem 
is nonexistent, for, according to 
Mr. Vaccari, there are already 
three systems of Romanization 
in Japan, namely the Hepburn, 
the Nippon and the Kunrei 
systems. The thing to do would 
be to decide once and for all 
dn one of these systems. 

Mr. Hepburn created his sys- 
fem in-a way that would ap- 
pear more natural to the Eng- 
lish speaking people. But even 
though it is said that for every 
four letters written in the world 
three are written in English 
and one in al! other languages 
put together, I think it is just 
not fair to sacrifice simplicity 
and logie on their behalf. 

For one thing, the Hepburn 
System uses characters as 
against only 19 in the other sys-

tems. And for another, while 
the Nippon or Kunrei_  sys- 
tem tells us to write the five 


bases of the verb which trans. 
lates to hold like this, “mota, 
moti, motu, mote and moto,” the 
Hepburn system spells “mota, 
mochi, motsu, mote and moto.” 


Should the Germans, for in- 
Stance, create a system, they 
would probably feel inclined to 
spell the rame bases like this, 
“mota, motschi, mozu, mote and 
moto.” 


It is unquestionable that the 
representation of sounds is 
merely conventional and that if 
we were told that the sound of 
the English word “sun” should 
be represented in some lJan- 
guage by mt, in no me we 
would but find it just natural to 
produce that sound whenever 
we saw the symbol “mt” dealing 
with such a language. 


As to which system should be 
adopted, I myself would like to 
see both the Nippon and the 
Kunrei systems applied simul- 
taneously according to the par- 
ticular cases where they dis- 
agree. For instance, the word 
for a shrine is spelt “jingu, 
dingu, and zingu” respectively 
in the three systems. Now, the 
syllable “jin, din, or zin” in this 
case is the syllable “sin” (sacr- 
ed) softened or “nigori-ed” and 
should be spelt “zin.” 

On the other hand, the word 
for earthquake is spelt “jishin, 
disin, and zisin” respectively 
but it should be spelt “disin” 
because the syllable “di,” which 
means earth, is softened “ti,” 


In so doing the Japanese 
could preserve a little of the 
etymology of their words, mak- 
ing for a more solid understand- 
ing of their meaning with no 
extra sacrifice except a little 
more attention on the part of 
their writers.
